SENATOR OSBORN'S BILL

IT TOOVIDES FOR A REAPPORTION-
MENT OF THE STATE.

Zlarlon Connty Made a District
Itself The Proposed Chances

Indicated.

Senator Osborn Introduced his congres-
sional reapportionment bill in the Senate
yesterday.

The greatest change contemplated Ts in
the Third district, which, by adding Jeffer-
son and Lawrence and cutting off Wash-
ington and Dubois, becomes Republican.
Lawrence is taken from the Second and
Jefferson from the Fourth and Dubois is
given to the Second and Washington to the
Fourth. Warren is taken from the Tenth
and added to the Ninth. Johnson Is taken
from the Seventn and added to the Fourth,
leaving Marlon county a district by Itself.
Dectaur is taken from the Fourth and
added to the Sixth, and Adams 13 taken
from the Eighth and added to the Twelfth.
The First. Fifth. Eleventh and Thirteenth
districts remain unchanged.

The apportionment contemplated in the
bill is based upon the population according
to the census of 1XO.

SPAMSII TREATY RATIFIED.

Don Will ct lf.100,000 for Two
Islands of the Philippine Group.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22. The Senate to-

day, in executive session, ratified the treaty
with Spain for the acquisition of the islands
of Slbutu and Cagoyan of the Philippine
group, at a cost of $100,000. There were no
votes to spare, a two-thir- ds vote being
needed and the voting standing S3 to 13.

In the debate prior to ratification a number
of senators manifested a disposition to op-

pose the further acquisition of Oriental ter-
ritory. Senators Lodge and Chandler spoke
In behalf of the treaty, and Senators Bacon,
Money and Pettlgrew in opposition. Sena-
tor Lodge, speaking for the committee on
foreign relations, said that the treaty was
made necessary by the failure to include
the Islands in Slbutu and Cagoyan in tho
original negotiation by which we acquired
the Philippines, and that it was necessary
to acquire them to prevent Germany's get-
ting possession of them. Their acquisition
by any foreign power, he said, would be an
awkward circumstance for the United
States, and added that there was not a har-
bor on the coast of any of them and there
could be no object In any other country
taking them. They also charged that, as
the islands are in the Sulu group, their
population Is polygamous, and also that
slavery exists on tne islands, benator Pet-
tlgrew said the new acquisitions were near-
er the Islands of Poreno than to any of tho
other islands of the Pacific group, and he
argued that If we are to purchase Cagoyan
and Sibutu for the lefense of our existing
possessions, we might soon expect to hear
of the necessity of purchasing Borneo for
the protection of Cagoyan and Sibutu.
